In  this  concise  Collect  we  have  an  npenini; 

In  the  first  part 
of  it,  there  is  a  plain  disavowal  of  “  trust  m 
any  thing  we  do  In  the  second,  is  a  petition, 
that  divine  power  would  afford  the  defence  we 
need  “  against  all  adversity.”  This  disavowal 
of  trust  III  ourselves,  is  made  with  an  unre- 
servediiess,  which  invites,  (ihotigh  hiimhly,) 
the  srrutiny  of  Him,  wlio  seeth  and  knoweth 
all  that  we  do  and  think  ;  and  reminds  us  of 
(he  zealous  earnestness  wliu  h  eharaeterized 
the  answer  of  I’cler  to  Ins  enipiiniig  Lord, — 

“  Lord'  TIkhi  knowest  all  things:  Thou 
knowi  .4|  tiiAt  I  love  thee.”  \i  hat  can  be  a 
more  convincing  mo<lc  of  affirming  our  sincer¬ 
ity,  than  anap|R‘al  to  the  omniscience  of  an  all- 
seeing  (lod  ?  “  Thou  ( )  Gorl,  seest  all  things — 
thou  seest  and  knowest,  that  we  put  not  our 
trust  ill  any  thing  we  do.”  Nothing  butsincer 
ity  could  prompt  such  an  appeal ; — nothing 
but  faith  could  offer  it.  Happy  they,  who  can 
su  lay  open  their  hearts — their  desires,  their  I 
iiitciilioiis,  their  motives, — to  Him,  from  whom 
no  secrets  are  hid!  Aware  r>f  tin-  many  adver¬ 
sities,  to  which  in  life  they  are  continually  ex¬ 
posed,  they  trust  for  support  under  them,  not 
to  any  thing  they  do,  but  solely  to  the  power  of 
(iod  ;  granted  for  his  mercy’s  sake,  in  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Kpisile  teaches  us  how  far  we  should 
be  from  reckoning  w  hat  we  endure  in  the  cause 
of  Christ  as  maltcr  of  sorrow  or  shame.  St. 
Paul,  in  comparison  of  the  other  apostles,  was 
a  labourer  called  in  at  the  eleventh  hour.  And 
he  thought,  as  he  taught  the  IMiilippians  to  es¬ 
teem  it,  a  particular  grace  that  it  was  given 
him,  not  only  to  brliere  in  Jesus,  hut  to  sitffer  for 
his  name.  'I'iie  metIuKis  used  for  the  exercise 
of  his  patience  and  virtue  instruct  us  that  God 
would  he  served  by  Christians,  with  constancy, 
indefatigable  diligence,  and  diffusive  chanty  : 
— and  that  ease,  and  idleness  and  luxury,  and 
effeminate  decliniiigs  of  trouble,  when  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  souls  is  at  stake,  are  by  no  means 
consistent  with  genuine  Christian  discipleship. 
I'hus  tlie  apostle,  in  this,  as  in  the  last  Sun¬ 
day’s  service,  by  his  own  example  encourages 
and  prepares  us  for  the  discipline  of  the  season 
drawing  on  :  a  great  design  of  which  is,  to  re¬ 


sist  the  propensity  to  indulge  “  the  sinful  lusts  | 
of  the  flesh,”  and  to  inure  us  to  endure  hard¬ 
ships  like  good  soldiers  of  Jesus  Christ.  In  which 
warfare,  the  less  we  spare  our  own  persons,  the 
more  we  may  depend  upon  his  protection  and 
support,  and  thus  be  enabled  to  raise  brighter 
trophies  to  his  glory,  and  the  good  of  souls,  in 
his  day  of  triumph  and  joy. 

Scarce  any  passage,  in  the  whole  course  of 
the  year,  is  more  worthy  our  serious  considera¬ 
tion,  than  that  which  our  Church  hath  wisely 
appointed  to  be  read  for  the  Gospel  of  this 
day.  That  heathens  and  Jews,  professed  in¬ 
fidels  and  enemies  to  Christianity  ;  that  they, 
w  ho  want  opfiortumties  of  knowing  their  duty, 
and  would  gladly  use  them  if  they  could  ;  that 
others,  who  live  within  the  pale  of  Christ’s 
flock,  and  have  opportunities,  hut  will  not  use 
them  when  they  may  ;  that  these  several  sorts 
of  |ieople,  I  say,  should  continue  unfruitful,  is 
nothing  strange.  But  that  many  who  have 
them,  and  do  use  them,  nay,  and  use  them 
gladly  too  ;  they,  who  “  come”  to  the  public 
assemblies  for  religious  worshiff)  as  “God’s 
people  cometh,”  and  “  sit  before  his  ’  prophets 
“  as  God’s  people  sitteth,”  and  attend  to  the 
preacher  with  eagerness  and  a  sensible  delight ; 
that  these,  afler  all,  should  prove  barren  and 
unprofitable,  is  matter  to  be  sure  of  great  grief, 
and  must  he  allowed  to  carry  somewhat  of  dif¬ 
ficulty  and  of  wonder  in  it.  And  yet  that  so 
It  is,  that  the  ministers  of  Christ  often  sow 
where  they  never  reap,  but  lose  the  desired  ef¬ 
fects  of  their  pious  intentions  and  most  seal 
ons  endeavours  ;  our  blessed  Saviour  ac¬ 
quaints  us  in  the  Scripture,  and  our  own  daily  I 
experience  dues  but  too  visibly  confirm  the  I 
truth  of  it.  So  that  it  concerns  every  Chris¬ 
tian  diligently  to  examine  into  the  causes  of 
such  lamentable  disappointments  ;  which,  that 
we  may  know  and  eflectually  prevent,  our  Lord 
hath  laid  them  down  at  large  in  the  parable 
and  application  now  before  us.

The  advantages  of  prayer  arc  various  and 
great. — Its  immediate  efficacy  in  procuring 
those  blessings  which  are  the  subjects  of  our 
petitions,  is  too  obvious  to  need  illustration  ; 
but  its  more  remote  consequences, — its  own 
proper  influence  on  private  and  social  life, — 
Its  advantage  as  an  infallible  test  of  the  sinrer- 
Ity  of  our  religious  professioris, — are  considera 
tiuns  not  less  lutcresling,  and  which  will  make 
the  usefulness  of  prayer  appear  pre-eminently 
conspicuous.  The  language  of  the  wicked  uni 
fornily  is,  “  What  is  the  .Almighty,  that  we  should 
serve  him  ?  and  what  profit  should  we  have,  if 
we  pray  unto  him  ?”  Job.  xxi.  16.  While  tlie 
resolution  of  every  good  man  will  be.  like  that 
of  the  Psalmist ; — “  As  for  me,  I  will  call  upon 
God,  and  the  Lord  shall  save  me — in  the 


evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon-day,  will  1 
pray,  and  that  instantly  ;  and  he  shall  hear  my 
voice.”  —  Ps.lv.  17,  i8. 

It  is  sometimes  objected,  that  God  is  om¬ 
niscient,  and  consequently  knows,  infinitely  bet 
ter  than  we,  what  things  are  most  for  our  good 
True,  he  ••  knoweth  our  necessities  before  we 
ask,  and  our  ignorance  in  asking  it  is  not, 
'therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  informing  him  of 
our  wants  that  we  pray  ;  but  “  to  preserve  in 
our  minds  that  submission,  duty  and  gratitude, 
which  we  owe  to  the  bountiful  Creator,  for  the 
use  and  enjoyment  of  his  manitold  gifts,” — to 
bring  us  into  a  proper  temper  for  receiving  his 
mercies.  If  we  pray  in  humility  and  faith,  He, 
who  is  omniscient,  will  shower  down  his  bless¬ 
ings  upon  us,  more  abundantly  than  we  can  de¬ 
sire,  and  infinitely  more  to  our  advantage  than 
we  can  know*for  ourselves. 

It  has  also  been  objected  that  God  is  immu¬ 
table,  and  that  it  is  tlie  height  of  folly  and  pre¬ 
sumption.  for  a  creature  of  the  dust,  to  think  of 
changing  the  purposes  of  the  unchangeable 
Jehovah.  To  this,  it  may  be  replied,  that  the 
promise,  “  ask,  and  ye  shall  receive,”  is  also 
immutable,  and  consequently  one  of  the  condi¬ 
tions  on  which  God’s  favours  are  dispensed.— 
All  His  determinations,  so  far  as  man  is  con 
cerned,  are  made  with  reference  to  his  fore¬ 
knowledge  of  human  actions.  It  is  therefore 
perfectly  consistent  with  his  Divine  immutabil¬ 
ity,  that  he  grant  our  petition.s,  if  made  agroea- 
bly  to  his  commands,  for  such  is  his  declared 
will  and  pleasure, — his  unalterable  determina¬ 
tion. 

Another  objection  sometimes  urged,  is,  our 
men  umxorthiness. — To  this  we  cannot  better 
reply,  than  in  the  words  of  .\bp.  Magee, — “  He- 
fors  prayer  we  may  be  unworthy ;  but  prayer 
may  be  the  very  thing  that  makes  us  worthy  ^ 
the  act  of  prayer  being  itself  the  very  condition, 
the  very  circumstance  m  our  characters,  that 
contributes  to  render  us  the  proper  objects  of 
divine  regard,  and  the  neglect  of  it  being  that 
which  disqualifies  us  for  receiving  blessings.” — 

I  (Magee  on  the  Atonement,  106.) 
j  'Fhese  objections,  however,  never  willtie  urged 
j  by  those  wlio  sincerely  desire  to  pray — 'I’hey 
alone  suggest  such  difficulties,  who  seek  to  jus¬ 
tify  their  neglect  of  this  duty.  He  who  has 
the  firmest  conviction  of  the  immutability  and 
omniscience  of  Jehovah,  and  who  most  sensi¬ 
bly  feels  his  entire  unworthiness,  will  ofteriesi 
approach  the  throne  of  Divine  Mercy,  to  pour 
forth  his  soul  in  prayer. 

Prayer  is  the  most  powerful  e.xcitement  to 
virtue,  and  imposes  the  strongest  check  on  our 
criminal  ap|>etites  and  passions  ;  because,  bv 
bringing  the  Almighty  more  immediately  tii 
our  minds  in  all  his  glories  and  perfections, 
our  hearts  are  inspired  with  more  grateful  re 
collections  of  his  mercy,  and  more  awful  ap¬ 
prehensions  of  his  justice.  “  lie  who  has  ac¬
